TONY  BLAIR  and  New  Labour  have  changed  British  law 
to  ensure  that  the  housing  needs  of  asylum  seekers  are 
put  before  those  of  ordinary  British  people. 

Lord  Justice  Simon  Brown  admitted  on  July  9th  that  destitute 
asylum-seekers  had  a  better  chance  of  obtaining  council 
accommodation  than  British  citizens  in  the  same  position. 
He  said  that  a  series  of  legal  rulings  had  given  asylum- 
seekers  preferential  treatment  over  British  people. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  backed  a  High  Court  ruling  that 
Abdelaziz  Mani,  an  Algerian  migrant,  was  entitled  to  housing 
provided  by  Lambeth  council  in  South  London. 

Lord  Justice  Brown,  Vice-President  of  the  Court  of  Appeal 
Civil  Division,  said  that  the  High  Court  and  Court  of  Appeal 
were  bound  to  follow  earlier  rulings  until  the  House  of 
Lords  or  Parliament  decided  otherwise. 

He  ruled  that  local  councils  were  under  a  legal  obligation 
to  provide  housing  for  destitute  asylum-seekers  before  the 
national  organisation  created  to  deal  with  British  applicants 
and  their  homeless  families. 


On  Wednesday  18th  June,  The 
Pride  of  Spitalfields  in  Heneage 
Street,  just  off  Brick  Lane,  was 
gutted  after  being  firebombed 
with  eight  incendiary  devices 
-  three  members  of  staff  were 
injured.  The  pub  was  the  last 
one  in  the  area  known  as  a 
wholly  British  preserve  and 
locals  had  been  expecting  such 
an  attack  for  some  time. 

Other  pubs  in  and  around  Brick 
Lane  had  already  been  forced 
to  close  after  threats  and  intimi¬ 
dation  while  Johnny  Holland’s 
in  Exmouth  Street  was  also 
petrol  bombed. 


Any  gathering  of  Britons  in  the 
area  seems  to  attract  reprisals. 
Families  watching  the  London 
Marathon  were  singled  out, 
stoned  and  forced  to  flee  for 
their  safety.  Even  guests  arriving 
at  a  youngster’s  birthday  party  at 
a  house  in  Princelet  Street  were 
fired  upon  by  youths  with  air 
guns  shouting,  “Get  out  of  here 
white  trash”. 

But  public  transport  is  where  the 
intimidation  is  consistent  and  most 
violent.  Last  month  a  husband 
and  wife  were  attacked  by  a  gang 
25-strong  on  the  top  deck  of  a 
Number  8  bus  on  Roman  Road 


in  Bethnal  Green.  The  38  year-old 
man  suffered  a  fractured  skull  and 
fractured  ribs  while  his  partner  was 
beaten  around  the  head.  “Don’t 
use  this  bus  again  white  honkey,” 
they  were  warned. 

Writing  in  the  East  London 
Advertiser ,  editor  Richard 
Tidiman  paints  a  grim  picture 
of  life  at  the  moment. 

“Race  attacks,  firebombs,  gang 
fights,  muggings,  drug  and  car 
crime.  Yes,  it’s  another  hectic 
week  in  the  East  End.” 

If  ever  people  needed  the  help 
and  support  of  their  government, 
it  is  the  dwindling  numbers  of 
Britons  still  living  in  the  East 
End,  but  New  Labour  are  just 
not  interested. 

Hardly  had  the  embers  of  what 
was  left  of  the  Pride  of  Spital¬ 
fields  stopped  smouldering, 
before  posters  appeared  in 
the  area  announcing  a 
‘Bangladeshi  Youth  At  Risk’ 
conference,  which  indicates 
exactly  where  Tony  Blair’s 
priorities  lie.

Blair  turns  his  back  on  our

THE  fine  standards  of 

Britain’s  judiciary  are  to 
be  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of 
political  correctness  in  the  biggest 
shake-up  of  our  legal  system  for 
a  century. 

Tony  Blair  is  concerned  that  only 
93  of  Britain’s  3,636  judges  are 
black  or  Asian,  so  he  wants  to 
scrap  the  safeguards  that  allows 
only  those  who  reach  the  highest 
level  as  barristers  and  solicitors  to 
become  High  Court  judges. 

To  make  things  easier  for  minorities 
to  become  judges,  Blair  wants 
to  change  the  present  system  of 
judicial  appointments  and  replace 
it  with  an  ‘independent’  judicial 
appointments  commission. 

This  15 -man  commission  will  be 
made  up  of  Blair  appointees  from 


outside  of  the  legal  world  whose 
main  objective  will  be  to  appoint 
more  black  judges  whatever  their 
qualifications. 

The  Prime  Minister’s  crony,  Lord 
Falconer,  openly  admits  he  wants 
‘other  people’,  rather  than  those  at 
the  top  of  the  advocacy  profession, 
to  become  Britain’s  new  judges. 


A  spokesman  for  one  London 
chambers  told  Freedom : 

“There  aren’t  many  judges  from 
the  ethnic  minorities  because  they 
don’t  last  the  course.

MUSLIMS  in  Clitheroe 
are  preparing  to  launch 
their  FIFTH  application  for 
planning  permission  to 
convert  a  terraced  cottage  in 
Holden  Street  into  a  mosque. 
•In  April  1998  they  applied  to 
convert  26  Holden  Street,  but  the 
application  was  rejected  by  the 
committee  as  ‘unneighbourly’.

M&S  ditch 
Co.Durlam 
workforce 


AT  the  beginning  of  July, 
340  workers  at  the  Sara 
Lee  Courtaulds  plant  in  West 
Auckland,  Co.  Durham,  were 
told  that  their  factory  will  close 
in  October. 

Marks  and  Spencer  have  decided 
to  ditch  the  local  workforce  and 
move  production  of  its  Autograph 
range  abroad  where  wages  are 
much  lower. 

Brendan  Barber,  the  TUC 
representative,  said  nothing  could 
be  done  to  save  the  jobs. 

“There  is  a  lot  of  low  cost 
competition  from  overseas  for  all 
parts  of  British  industry,  partic¬ 
ularly  manufacturing.  Something 
like  10,000  jobs  a  month  are  going 
out  of  our  manufacturing  sector.”

COW  &  Gate  was  founded 
in  1771  as  a  grocery  shop 
in  Guildford  in  Surrey  owned 
by  the  Gates  family. 

In  1887,  two  brothers  Charles  and 
Leonard  Gates  expanded  into  the 
dairy  business  and  within  twenty 
years  were  producing  baby  milk 
powder  for  the  medical  profession. 
For  nearly  100  years  Cow  &  Gate 
has  been  the  British  brand  leader  in 
the  baby  food  field  and  even  after 
a  merger  with  United  Dairies  to 
become  Unigate  in  1959,  the  firm 
managed  to  retain  its  own  identity. 
But  when  Cow  &  Gate  was  sold  off 
to  Dutch  firm  N. V.  Nutricia  in  1 98 1 
it  ceased  to  be  a  British  company 
and  its  base  started  to  be  run  down. 
Now  the  last  rites  on  230  years 
of  a  British  institution  have  been 
read,  with  Nutricia  announcing 
that  the  Cow  &  Gate  operation  in 
Wells  in  Somerset  is  to  close  with 
the  loss  of  180  jobs.  The  factory 
will  be  shut  within  two  years. 

A  statement  from  the  Netherlands- 
based  parent  company,  Royal 
Numico  NV,  said  the  firm  had 
more  European  factories  than  it 
needed. 


WHEN  Jack  Woodend  went 
to  visit  his  wife’s  grave 
in  a  Bradford  cemetery,  he  was 
stoned  by  a  gang  of  youths. 

The  73  year-old  widower  had  earlier 
remonstrated  with  up  to  ten  young 
men  after  they  had  vandalised  some 
seats  and  smashed  up  a  crazy 
paving  path. 

The  attack,  which  police  are  consid¬ 
ering  to  be  of  a  racial  nature,  is  one 
of  a  growing  number  on  visitors  to 
the  Undercliffe  Cemetery  in  what 
locals  believe  is  an  orchestrated 
campaign  of  destruction. 

“Let’s  get  one  thing  straight,  these 
are  not  unruly  youngsters,”  one 
gentleman  told  Freedom. 

“These  are  men  in  their  twenties  and 
they  are  systematically  breaking 
up  the  graveyard.  They  come  in 
almost  everyday  and  knock  over 
headstones  and  smash  the  pillars 
and  gateways. 

“You  come  here  around  six  any 
evening  and  you  can  see  the 
demolition  job  for  yourself.” 

Dora  and  Agnes,  sisters  visiting 
their  brother’s  grave,  said  they 
knew  what  was  going  on  but  were 
reluctant  to  speak  about  it. 

“This  isn’t  mindless  vandalism.  It’s 
about  one  religion  not  liking  another,” 


THE  BIG  television  debate  on 
the  asylum  crisis  on  July

“The  programme  producer  seemed 
very  happy  with  this.” 

“When  he  called  to  cancel,  I  got 
the  distinct  impression  that  there 
had  been  pressure  from  above,  and 
that  he  had  been  forced  to  pull  the 
plugs  on  my  appearance.” 

While  it  is  of  course  disappointing

WHEN  Burnley  teenager 
Andrew  Davis  met  his 
grandmother  at  Burnley  Town  Hall 
on  July  2nd  it  was  the  start  of  a 
three  week  nightmare. 

When  he  saw  his  grannie,  he  waved  to 
her,  but  was  then  promptly  arrested  by 
police  for  making  a  ‘racist  gesture’. 
Andrew  had  been  standing  in  front  of 
an  Anti-Nazi  League  demonstration 
and  members  of  that  organistion  had 
claimed  that  his  wave  to  his  grannie 
had,  in  fact,  been  a  nazi  salute. 

On  news  of  his  arrest,  Andrew’s 
employers,  McDonalds  in  St  James’ 
Street ,  suspended  him  from  work. 
Thankfully,  on  23  rd  July,  Burnley 
magistrates  threw  the  case  against 
Andrew  out  of  court  and  the  youngster 
was  able  to  return  to  work.

Patients  diichoi  to  give 
asylum  seekers  clinic 

IN  OCTOBER  2002,  the  Sai 
Medical  Centre  in  Sale  Street, 
Derby  was  closed  by  Central 
Derby  Primary  Care  Trust  and 
1,950  patients  told  to  find  an 
alternative  GP. 

There  was  no  consultation  over 
the  closure  of  the  clinic,  and  more 
than  200  patients  signed  a  petition 
asking  for  it  to  be  kept  open,  but 
all  to  no  avail. 

Just  five  months  later,  the  medical 
centre  in  Sale  Street,  Derby 
re-opened  in  the  very  same 
building,  but  this  time  as  a  surgery 
exclusively  for  the  use  of  Derby’s 
1,800  asylum  seekers.

ON  Sunday  13th  July,  the 
British  National  Party  held 
the  first  in  a  series  of  interviews 
for  candidate  selection  for  next 
June’s  European  Elections. 

An  initial  30  prospective  MEPs  were 
interviewed  by  the  BNP’s  Advisory 
Council,  augmented  by  delegates 
elected  by  officials  within  the  regions, 
at  a  hotel  in  the  West  Midlands  to 
stake  their  claim  for  inclusion  in  the 
party’s  Euro-constituency  list. 

After  a  short  presentation  on  what 
skills  they  had  to  offer  as  an  MEP, 
candidates  were  asked  set  questions 
by  the  panel. 

It  was  an  impressive  array  of  the 
talent  available  within  the  BNP  and 
a  secret  ballot  was  held  to  select 
the  top  two  names  for  each  regional 
list.  More  interviews  are  scheduled 


polled  just  13,587  votes  across  76 
parliamentary  constituencies  which 
amounted  to  a  miserable  1.34%  of 
the  total  vote. 

Of  course  in  the  last  five  years 
our  votes  have  improved  consid¬ 
erably  and  there  will  be  no  problem 
gaining  the  level  of  support  required 
in  areas  like  Burnley,  where  we  are 
regularly  receiving  30%  of  the  vote, 
or  Oldham,  Pendle  and  the  Ribble 
Valley  with  our  candidates  securing 
over  20%. 

But  in  the  areas  of  Liverpool, 
Manchester  and  Cumbria,  the  BNP 
is  still  very  much  finding  its  feet, 
and  it  is  here  that  our  real  effort 
needs  to  be  made  to  try  to  pull  our 
vote  up  to  the  10%  mark. 

Cumbria’s  Regional  Organiser,  Paul 
Stafford,  is  already  planning  his 
strategy.  He  told  Freedom: 

“We  are  now  leafletting  regularly  in 
Carlisle,  Penrith,  Workington  and 
Barrow  and  are  receiving  a  good 
response.  We  need  to  get  something 
started  in  Kendal  and  Whitehaven 
and  have  established  contacts  there. 
It’s  just  a  matter  of  getting  a  team 
down  there  to  give  them  a  hand  to 
get  things  started.” 

Some  hopeful  signs  of  BNP 
progress  in  Cumbria  came  from 
the  May  elections  where  the  party 
polled  261  in  one  ward  of  the 
Penrith  and  the  Borders  parlia¬ 
mentary  constituency.  At  the 
European  Elections  the  BNP  vote 


was  just  205  for  the  WHOLE  of 
that  constituency. 

On  a  busy  speaking  tour  of  the 
North-West  in  July,  Nick  Griffin 
was  already  pushing  the  message 
that  branches  and  groups  need 
to  get  busy  now,  promoting  the 
British  National  Party  within  their 
community  as  voters  only  true  and 
credible  anti-EU  choice.

THE  KEY  battleground  for 
the  British  National  Party  at 
next  June’s  European  Elections 
will,  without  a  doubt,  be  in  the 
North-West  constituency  where 
BNP  chairman  Nick  Griffin 
heads  the  party’s  MEP  list. 

To  get  elected,  Nick  needs  to  poll 
between  9  and  1 0%  of  the  total  vote 
which,  depending  on  the  turnout, 
could  mean  attracting  as  many  as 
100,000  votes. 

Now  that’s  going  to  be  a  tall  order 
considering  the  BNP’s  last  foray 
into  the  European  Elections  in  the 
North-West.  In  June  1999  the  party

so  that  full  lists  of  up  to  eight 
candidates  for  each  constituency 
can  be  drawn  up. 

“The  party  has  never  had  such 
a  wealth  of  highly  educated  and 
politically  aware  people  to  draw 
upon,”  BNP  leader,  Nick  Griffin, 
told  Freedom. 

“Almost  all  candidates  were  profes¬ 
sionals  possessing  a  degree  of  some 
kind,  and  at  least  half  were  fluent  in 
another  language.  We  had  teachers, 
doctors,  civil  servants,  scientists 
and  a  number  of  very  successful 
businessmen.  If  there  was  anything 
that  illustrates  the  radical  change 
in  the  make-up  of  the  membership 
of  the  BNP  in  recent  years,  these 
interviews  were  it.” 


Nick  Griffin  also  had  to  take  his 
place  in  the  queue  of  prospective 
candidates  along  with  BNP’s  IT 
director,  Simon  Darby  and  Freedom 
editor,  Martin  Wingfield. 

As  well  as  those  interviewed,  CVs 
from  a  further  ten  applicants  who 
were  unable  able  to  attend  were 
also  considered. 

At  the  end  of  the  European  Election 
appraisals,  more  candidates  were 
interviewed  -  this  time  for  the 
Greater  London  Authority  Elections 
which  are  also  to  be  held  in  June 
2004.  Again  there  were  very  strong 
candidates  in  contention  to  head 
the  list  with  Jason  Douglas  from 
Redbridge  (right)  particularly 
impressing  the  Advisory  Council.

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IF  Dewsbury  BNP  were  hoping 
to  take  things  easy  over  the 
summer  months,  then  a  council 
by-election  in  Heckmondwike  has 
certainly  thrown  a  spanner  in  the 
works. 

The  ward  borders  on  to  Dewsbury 
West  and  Mirfield  wards  where  the 
BNP  polled  surprisingly  well  at  the 
May  elections,  gaining  14%  and 
30%  respectively. 

In  May,  Labour  won  a  convincing 
victory  in  Heckmondwike  with  a 
very  healthy  1,634  votes  (39.8%). 
The  Conservative  candidate  was 
second  with  1,291  followed  by  the 
Liberal  Democrats  on  901  and  the 
Green  Party  on  282. 

But  the  by-election  will  certainly 
not  be  a  straightforward  affair  as 
Timothy  Crowther,  a  councillor  in 
Heckmondwike  for  six  years,  is 
standing  as  an  Independent  after 
resigning  from  the  Labour  Party. 
This,  together  with  the  intervention 
of  David  Exley  standing  for  the 
British  National  Party,  will  certainly 


provide  voters  with  a  broader  than 
usual  choice  of  candidates. 

The  election  is  certain  to  be  a 
keenly  fought  affair,  with  numerous 
imponderables  posing  a  real 
dilemma  for  those  political  pundits 
trying  to  forecast  the  result.

AFTER  BEING  trounced  by 
the  British  National  Party 
in  three  wards  in  Dudley  and

Inspector  David  Fedrick  from 
Dudley  Police  was  far  from  happy: 
“They  did  not  give  us  any  notifi¬ 
cation  about  the  march  until  the  end 


of  May  and  we  advised  the  organisers 
that  the  event  was  not  safe. 

“The  association  was  foolish  to  go 
ahead  with  the  march  and  foolish 
not  to  listen  to  our  advice.” 

On  Saturday  28th  June  forty 
police  officers  were  taken  off 
other  duties  to  police  the  march, 
but  Labour’s  great  ‘unity’ 
demonstration  against  the  BNP 
was  a  huge  flop  attracting  just  90 
people,  the  bulk  of  whom  came 
from  Manchester. 

Police  costs  on  the  day  ran  into 
thousands  of  pounds  and  Dudley’s 
Chief  Superintendent  Dennis 
Hodson  has  ruled  that  the  organisers 
must  foot  part  of  this  bill: 

“We  have  every  right  to  bill  groups 
for  providing  this  safety  because 
our  officers  have  been  taken  away 
from  serving  the  public  in  other 
areas.  I  can  assure  the  taxpayer  that 
we  will  be  enforcing  this  charge.”

ONE  OF  the  most  senior 
members  of  the  Liberal 
Democrats  in  Burnley  revealed 
a  ‘Jeckel  and  Hyde’  person¬ 
ality  when  he  appeared  at  the 
town’s  crown  court  to  face  an 
assault  charge. 

The  three-day  proceedings 
became  a  huge  embarrassment  to 
the  local  Lib-Dems  after  the  jury 
failed  to  exonerate  Paul  Wright 
of  a  violent,  drunken  attack  on  a 
colleague. 

Paul  Wright  is  no  ordinary 
card-carrying  party  member.  He 
had  been  the  Lib-Dems  parlia¬ 
mentary  candidate  for  Burnley  at 
the  2001  General  Election,  and 
at  the  time  of  the  attack,  he 
was  Chairman  of  Burnley  Liberal 
Democrats.  He  was  also  a  regular 
local  election  candidate. 

But  at  the  end  of  June,  Burnley 
Crown  Court  heard  Wright 
described  as  “deranged”  and 
“murderous.”  It  was  also  claimed 
that  the  defendant  had  boasted 
when  he  was  drunk  that  he  could 
kill  someone  with  his  bare  hands. 
The  jury  was  unable  to  reach 
a  verdict  on  the  charge  of  an 
assault  by  Wright  on  lodger  Joseph 
Madden,  who  he  had  allegedly 
attacked  after  coming  home  drunk 
from  a  night  out  at  his  local  pub. 
But  it  was  in  the  witness  box 
that  the  leading  Lib-Dem 
revealed  a  completely  different

side  to  his  personality.  Looking 
anything  but  the  violent,  drunken 
thug  described,  Wright  sobbed 
uncontrollably  as  he  gave  his 
evidence,  frequently  stopping  to 
blow  his  nose  and  apologise  to 
the  jury  for  his  emotional  state. 
The  case  is  to  be  re-listed  to  be 
heard  again.

Democrats  should  have 
been  dancing  in  the  isles  when 
Liaqat  Ali  overturned  Labour’s 
711  majority  in  Longsight  Ward 
to  claim  a  stunning  victory  for 
the  party  at  the  May  council 
elections. 

But  the  celebrations  were  muted 
and  embarrassed  as  the  Lib-Dems 
had  to  explain  that  their  winning 
candidate  was  actually  an  asylum 
seeker  who  was  still  waiting  to  hear 
whether  his  application  to  stay  in 
Britain  was  going  to  be  approved. 
Liaqat  Ah,  who  left  Pakistan  in 
1998  with  his  wife  and  eight 
children  to  claim  asylum  in  Britain, 
told  journalists  that  he  thought  it 
was  strange  that  his  application  had 
taken  so  long  to  process. 

“I  expect  the  authorities  are  busy”,  he 
told  the  Manchester  Evening  News. 
Ali’s  victory  has  caused  a  rumpus 
within  the  Liberal  Democrats.  The

safe  Labour  seat  because  they  thought 
he  had  no  chance  of  winning  -  they 
just  wanted  to  increase  the  number 
of  their  local  candidates.  But  no-one 
took  into  account  the  unpopularity  of 


Tony  Blair’s  war  against  Iraq  with 
the  ward’s  Muslim  population  and 
suddenly  the  Lib-Dem  ‘no-hoper’ 
found  himself  elected  with  a  152 
majority. 

The  publicity  nightmare  of  having 
an  asylum  seeker  elected  as  a 
Liberal  Democrat  councillor  was 
bad  enough,  but  there  was  an  even 
bigger  disaster  looming.  Despite 
living  in  Britain  for  five  years, 
Liaqat  Ah  couldn’t  read,  write  or 
understand  basic  English  and  now 
Manchester  taxpayers  are  going 
to  have  to  fork  out  for  translator 
costs  of  £20  a  hour  so  that  the 
latest  Longsight  councillor  can 
understand  what’s  happening  at 
Council  meetings. 

Defiant  to  the  last,  Simon  Ashley, 
leader  of  the  Manchester  Liberal 
Democrat  group  on  the  city 
council,  dismissed  the  row  as 
“stuff  and  nonsense”  because  most 
of  the  residents  of  Longsight  speak 
Urdu  anyway. 


Searching  for  racism 
whatever  the  cost 

Lib-Dems  spend  £175,000  on  anti-racism  inquiry 


T  AM  BETH  Community  Alarms 
J-JService  (LCAS)  was  launched 
by  the  local  council  to  provide  house 
alarms  for  the  borough’s  elderly 
residents. 

But  this  excellent  service  was 
stopped  in  its  tracks  and  then 
shut  down  after  accusations  that 
dreaded  ‘R-word’,  racism,  had 
reared  its  ugly  head  within  the 
workforce!

I  SUPPOSE  WE  should  feel  offended  that  such  a  prestigious 
organisation  as  the  Electoral  Reform  Society  (ERS)  has 
expressed  concern  over  the  recent  increased  votes  for  the 
British  National  Party  in  local  elections.

GRANADA  bosses  have 
slapped  a  ban  on  Coronation 
Street  stars  campaigning  against 
the  BNP  after  a  high-profile 
court  case  arising  out  of  the  local 
council  elections  was  dropped  by 
the  Crown  Prosecution  Service. 
In  the  run  up  to  elections  in  May  2002 
in  Oldham  and  Burnley,  Coronation 
Street  stars  Shobna  Gulati,  who  plays 
Sunita,  Julie  Hesmondhalgh,  who 
plays  trans-sexual  Hayley,  and  Liz 
Dawn,  who  plays  Vera  Duckworth, 
attracted  front  page  publicity  when 
they  told  voters  not  to  vote  for  the 


British  National  Party. 

Oldham  BNP  candidate,  Mick 
Treacy,  was  so  upset  by  this 
interference  in  the  democratic 
process  that  he  went  to  Granada 
Studios  and  protested  by  playing 
loud  patriotic  music  outside  the 
Coronation  Street  set. 

When  Greater  Manchester  Police 
charged  Mick  Treacy  with  making 
excessive  noise  he  announced  he 
was  going  to  serve  subpoenas  on 
the  three  Corrie  stars. 

The  publicity  around  the  case  has 
been  an  embarrassment  to  Granada 


and  that’s  why  they  have  reacted.  A 
studio  insider  told  Freedom : 
“Members  of  the  cast  of  such  a 
popular  programme  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  their  viewers  and  their 
employers.  In  the  past  there  has  been 
unease  when  characters  have  used 
their  soap  status  to  benefit  a  political 
party  by  aligning  to  them,  and  it  has 
been  made  clear  that  Granada  was 
not  comfortable  with  this. 

“To  use  their  media  influence,  gained 
at  the  expense  of  Granada,  to 
campaign  against  one  particular 
political  party  is  a  step  too  far  and  all 
cast  members  have  been  informed  of 
this.

POLICE  in  Barnsley  are  to 
erect  signs  in  FIFTEEN 
languages  to  stop  asylum  seekers 
stealing  angling  club  carp. 

Two  Russians  were  arrested  at  Fish 
Dam  Lane  in  Monk  Bretton  at  the 
end  of  May  and,  last  month,  an 
angler  reported  men,  who  couldn’t 
speak  English,  stealing  carp  from 
Deame  Valley  Park  in  Hoyle  Mill. 
Carp  weighing  between  10-151bs 
are  worth  £500  each  and  have 
provided  angling  clubs  in  the  area 
with  excellent  sport.

A  spokesman  from  the  Deame 
Valley  club  told  the  local  paper: 
“These  people  aren’t  members  and 
they  don’t  put  the  fish  back.  They 
appear  to  be  taking  carp  to  sell  or 
for  their  own  consumption.  Their 
actions  are  threatening  the  future 
of  this  club.” 
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A  SMALL  team  of  local 
activists  leafleted  a  target 
area  on  the  outskirts  of  Bolton 
during  the  last  week  of  June 
which  produced  an  excellent 
response. 

The  Bolton  Evening  News  ran  a 
front  page  story  on  the  activity 
which  drew  the  usual  howls  of 
protest  from  the  three  main 
parties.
